If a stranger were to enter the house of an Englishman without invitation he 
would render himself liable to prosecution for criminal trespass, but it would appear 
that Englishmen expect even a guest, who favours them with a visit at their own 
request, to pay all the expenses of the hospitality shown him by them. During 
the last four years the British Government had repeatedly asked the Amir to pay 
a visit to England. His Highness did not consider it expedient to leave his King- 
dom for a long time. However, in consideration of the earnest importunities of 
the British Government, he sent his younger son, Nasruliah Khan, to England. 
The Princé was ‘accorded a right royal reception, and one was naturally led to 
infer therefrom that England did not yield the palm te any other country in hospi- 
tality. But during the debate on the Indian budget in Parliament the Secretary 
of State declared that the Prince would defray all the expenses of his visit to 
England! If a European prince visited Turkey, Persia or Afghanistan at her

will be found that the privileged barristers and ,vakils were invariably concerned in 

all those cases. The legislation proposed is therefore altogether unjust: giving 

license, as it were, to one section of a profession ‘to do the very thing which it 

makes penal for another section of the same. The Anglo-Indian newspapers are 

silent; perhaps because most of their subscribers come from the favoured class of 

men who are exempted from the. operation of the Bill.

Two or 
The same. _ ‘three years ago Sir Charles Elliott withdrew that 

privilege from seven districts in Bengal which had 
ejoyed it for many years past. he Bengalis got up a strong agitation against 
the measure, and Lis Honor was obliged to appoint a commission to enquire 
‘nto the working of the jury system. In accordance with the recommendation 
of the commission trial by jury was restored by His Honor in the seven districts 


above referred to, High hopes were entertained of Lord Elgin’s administration, 
‘but it threatens to prove injurious rather than beneficial. Sir Alexander Miller 


has introduced a Bul into the Viceroy’s Legislative Council, which is sure to inter- 
fre with the proper working of trial by jury. Under the present law the jury, at 
the end of a trial, simply declares whether the accused person is guilty or not guilty. 
But the Bill empowers the Judge to put any questions of fact to the jury before 
asking it to give its verdict of guilty or not guilty. The jurors, being as a rule 
wacquainted with the law, could hardly be expected to be able to give satisfac- 


tory replies to such questions. And there is therefore reason to fear that the jury 


m will not work so well as it is doing at present if the law is modified. 
Under these cireumstances it is the duty of al publie-spirited natives and Europe- 
ans, who protested against Sir Charles Elliott's jury notification, to agitate power- 
fully against Sir Alexander Miller’s Bill. There are many European Judges who 
consider themselves infallible and are opposed to trial by jury. One Sona was 
tried by the Sessions Judge of Dinajpur.on the charge of murder. On being ques- 
tioned, Babu Dina Nath Das, who sat as an assessor at the trial, told the Judge 
that in his opinion the prisoner had undoubtedly struck the deceased, but not

with the intention of killing him. The Judge lost’ his temper at the reply, and | 


asked the Babu if he was in his senses. The prisoner was of course sentenced to 


death by the Judge, but on appeal the High Court agreed with the assessors and 
commuted the sentence of death to that of transportation for life.
